LONDON, March ( German 

armies at the gates of Verdun are 

hammering them hard with heavy ar- 
tilery, but at latest accounts had 

ed infantry attacks. In the 
last fighting repo the initiative 
was on the side of French, who 
desperately drove back at the Ger- 
mans in a counter-attack which 
gained them ground, 

The German thrusts in the new 
phase of the titanic struggle are be- 
ing delivered with heaviest force at 
present on the salient to the north- 
east of the fortress in which lies the 
Douaumont plain. Here the French 
last week were driven out of Fort 
Dovaumont and just now from 
Dovaumont village, to the west. 

In and around the village the dat 
tle has been raging with violence 
and with heavy losses on both sides. 
Unoffielal accounts assert that there 
has been nothing on the western front 
to equal the ferocity of the attacks 
delivered by the Germans, while the 
French infantry is declared to be dis- 
puting every Inch of ground and in 
their latest effort to have forced the 
Germans to rest on the lauren 80 
far won and leave the continuation 
of the battle to their artillery.

Upon the declaration of war we will 
be asked to sign the agreement by 
which the allies pledge themselves not 
to make a separate peace — also the 
trade agreement, which amounts to 
a pledge, to boycott Germany after the 
war. Either one of these would be a 
bad bargain for us. In the first place, 
we would have no interest in contin- 
ving the war after Germany signified 
her willingness to behave with her 
submarines. We would be beauti- 
fully buncoed by any commercial 
treaty. War with Germany would be 
for us disastrous, principally in that 
we would lose our right to isolated 
action. No calamity could be worse 
than that we had been drawn into the 
intrigue of foreign politics. 

WEIGHT OF A TREATY. 


Germany has shown how much 


land has the black record of having 
double-crossed nearly every nation 
that ever did business with her For- 
eign Office. It's a fine meas to stay 
out of. Personally I can’t feel that 
we are going into it. Looking at the 
outcome of the war from a purely 
selfish standpoint, it is to the interest 
of the United States that the war 
should end before midsummer and end 
inconclusively. We don't want the 
war to last long enough to exhaust 
Europe's power to buy our products. 

If the end of the war comes with 
neither England nor Germany crushed 
we need not fear an attack from 
either quarter for some time to come. 

If it results in a mad scramble to 
bulld new military machines — very 
well, we can stand it better than they 


can. 

In the past both England and Ger- 
many have never neglected an oppor- 
tunity to injure this country when 
they could. Ever since the United 
States was born we have always been 
on the edge of war with one country 
or the other. We have not tears 
available for either one and no trea- 
ties of alliance either.

rance of the French people regarding 
the true character of Russian govern- 
ment, whose leaders it is now a pa- 
triotic duty to glorify. He uses a very 
wild expression when he says that 
“only the Socialists occasionally vio- 
late this decent attitude.“ This atti- 
tude, now more than a score of years 
old, brought the keenest sorrow and 
distress to the Poles, who for more 
than a century had looked hopefully 
toward France as the nation that was 
to protect them no less against Ger- 
man than against Russian oppression. 
This attitude made it possible for Rus- 
sian despotism firmly to intrench it- 
self and to laugh at the futile struk- 
gles of a desperate and despairing 
people. 
RUSSIA AND PRUSSIA. 

Between Russian and Prussian au- 
tocracy the friendship has always been 
intimate; whenever Poles or Rus- 
sians tried to shake off the yoke the 
governing classes were ready to join 
forces. But now French gold and 
French enthusiasm were added to the 
fateful powers, to strengthen Rus- 
sian despotism and surround it with a 
halo of liberty. 
historic irony in the picture of Alex- 
ander III, rising and listening, bare- 
headed, to the Marseillatse“ played 
by a Russian military band. But far 
more bitter was the spectacle of 
French democracy as the main ob- 
stacle to the victory of a constitutional 
Russian government. 

‘In this England shares responsibil- 
ity with France. The understanding 
which England openly concluded with 
Russia, and which later, without the 
knowledge of Parliament, developed 
into a military alliance, has been an 
immense factor in the defeat of Rus- 
sian liberty. 

Russia has ever been dependent on 
the occidental money market. She 
needs money, credit. But before the 
western banks could be accommodat- 


Ing it was necessary to instill a spirit 


of friendliness and confidence in the 
small investor. As long as Russia ap- 
peared to the English capitalist as a 
hostile power or as an uncertain des- 
potism constantly threatened by revo- 
lution it appealed in vain for English 
funds. But from the moment King 
Edward visited the Czar in Reval, and 
the Czar returned the visit in the 
Isle of Wight—from that moment it 
became the policy of the English press 
to represent Russia as a benevolent 
power steadily progressing toward 
constitutional liberty. Then the Eng- 
lish investor pulled out his pocket- 
book. Exactly as in France, the press, 
the politicians and the upper classes 
entered into a silent conspiracy for 
the purpose of praising and glorifying 
the benevolent character of the Rus- 
sian government. 

RUSSIAN CONSTITUTION. 


It will be remembered that a con- 
stitution had been wrested from the 
Czar in October, 1905. The election 
to the first Duma took place with the 
reactionary forces in full control of 
the provinces, under intense excite- 
ment. A great hope was germinat- 
ing in the Russian people, and the 
elections returned an enormous ma- 
jority of progressives to the Duma. 
They had to fight step by step a reac- 
tionary ministry and a court which 
bitterly regretted the privileges which 
terror had forced them to grant. The 
Duma could have defied the autocra- 
cy had it been able to say to a dis- 
credited and bankrupt government: 
“Your cash box is empty, your credit 
exhausted. Behind us stand Russia 
and Europe. Recognize our consti- 
tutional rights and we will vote taxes 
and authorize loans. Refuse and 
neither London nor Paris will advance 
you a penny!“ 

But the Duma could not speak in 
this strain, for already in March, 
1906, the big loan had been negotiat- 
ed, and when the Duma assembled in 
May the governmental offices were 
full. In vain had Russia's struggling 
patriots beseeched liberal Europe not 
by new loans to sign the death war- 
rant of the new constitution! In less 
than three months the Duma was dis- 
solved; Stolypin reigned without 
parliament; martial courts pronounced 
and executed death sentences all over 
the country. The second Duma as- 
sembled in 1907; it was even more 


radical than the first. Stolypin's coun- 


ter-stroke was to accuse the Social 
Democrats, the most influential 
branch of the Duma, of treasonable 
conspiracy and to impeach them be- 
fore a tribunal composed of members 
of all parties. 

The commission reported its unani- 
mous findings to the third Duma—the 
Socialists were found not guilty. Then 
the coup d'etat: Thirty-five members 
were arbitrarily examined before a 
special committee, seventeen were sen- 
tenced to prison: for terms ranging 
from four to five vears, and ten were 
sent to Siberia for life. Two died in

The dissolution of the second Duma 
marked the end of Russian liberty. 
In his pamphlet, “Russian Terrorism” 
(1909,) Kropatkin has shown that 
during the period of nominal Hberty 
the number of prisoners rose from a 
daily average of 85,000 in 1905 to 
181,000 in 1909. He has told of the 
ravaging diseases in the overcrowded 
prisons and of the extensive use of 
torture. During 1909 the military 
courts sentenced on an average of 
three prisoners a day to death. The 
number of political exiles to Siberia 
reached, according to official figures, 
a total of 74,000. 

These terrifying results would have 
been impossible without the co-opera- 
tion of France and England with the 
Russian government. The nonsensical 
assertion, seriously advanced, that the 
Anglo-French-Russian alliance will 
have a beneficial effect on Russia's 
internal affairs—that the war has en- 
listed Russia among the liberty-lov- 
ing powers, is-only a clumsy attempt 
to mislead the public. The famous 
revolutionary leader, declared, 
at the outbreak of the war, this to be 
his belief, and in order to prove the 
sincerity of his conviction he returned 
to Russia, declaring his intention of 
putting himself at the disposition of 
his country. Upon reaching the bor- 
der he was arrested and sentenced to 
life exile in Siberia. 

FRANCE’S AIM. 
Mr. Danville then makes_the un- 
qualified assertion that the war, as 
far as France is concerned, is waged 
solely for the recovery of Alsace-Lor- 
raine.

At the close of the Franco- 
Prussian war he eloquently main- 
tained that the subjection of Alsace- 
Lorraine was bound to lead to another 
war later on, but here he failed to 
convince the Emperor, who, backed 
by Moltke and the victorious generals, 
refused .to relinquish with the pen 
what had been won with the sword.

VOLUNTEERS, | 


The Federal volunteer force is pro- 
vided for in general language, leaving 
the whole question o enlistment, 
training, reserve and the like to the 
discretion of the President. The clause 
is an amendment of the volunteer act 
to permit organization of such a force 
in peace times as well as in war. The 
only restriction in numbers is that the 
force shall not exceed an average of 
600 for each Congressional district, 
approximately 250,000 men in all. 
Regular army pay would be provided 
for both officers and men during pe- 
riods of training. 

The plan is the continental army 
proposal in effect, although the com- 
mittee derided to leave to the Presi- 
dent the widest possible latitude so 
that the requirements of the service 
could be fitted to the needs of each 
section of the country individually. 
Tt is believed by framers of the bill 
that this plan will offer the best means 
of testing the possibility of creating 
an adequate volunteer army in peace 
times, and the committee desired to 
enact no regulations which would 
bamper the experiments. The conti- 
nental plan proposed by Secretary 
Garrison, committee members thought, 
was too definite in many respects. 

For federalization of the National 
Guard the bill adopts with numerous 
modifications the plan proposed by the 
National Guard Associajion. The rate 
of pay for officers, however, was set at 
$500 a year for all of the rank of cap- 
tain or above, 3200 for first lieuten- 
ants, and certain specified staff offi- 
cers, and $250 for second lieutenants. 
The association plan proposed higher 
pay for general officers. 

THE PAY ROLL. 

Enlisted men would receive pay on 
the basis of one-fourth of the regular 
army pay and would contract on en- 
listment to serve the United States in 
time of war. The enlistment period is 
fixed at six years, three with the 
colors and three in reserve, and or- 
ganization of the regular army is pre- 
scribed. Provision ts made for ex- 
amination of all officers appointed by 
State authorities and for the inclusion 
of officers of the National Guard in 
the personnel of the militia division 
of the War Department.

prod the members. One of the Cal- 
ifornia members, for instance, re- 
cently introduced a bill to protect 
scenario writers for the movies. 

His bill provided that scenarios 
might be copyrighted in typewritten 
instead of printed form. riy the 
next morning a delegation from the 
typographicai union called upon him 
to demand an explanation. The bill 
was promptly withdrawn by the Con- 
gressman, — 

Something came up about the pos- 
tal clerks and, in a jiffy, Mr. Piaharty 
of the Postoffice Workers’ Union was 
on the necks of every Congressman 
who had anything remotely or infer- 
entially to do with the bill. 

A bill was put in requiring ferry 
boats to conform to the certain al- 
most prohibitive requirementa. The 
big New York ferry companies na- 
turally objected. Instantly, Andrew 
Furuseth landed on all the members 
of the Congressional committee hav- 
ing the matter in charge. The oh- 
jective of the unions is to show 
Congressmen that they can't slip 
over the smallest point that will not 
be seen and resented by the unions. 
HANDLING THE CONGRESSMEN, 

Any sign of insurrection on the part 
of any Congressman is dealt with ef- 
fectively. If he shows any fight, he 
immediately receives a wire from one 
union after another in his home 
town. Protests and threats come 
pouring in upon him, Then he be- 
gins receiving press clippings from 
the union-ridden newspapers in his 
home town. If he doesn't behave, his 
fellow Congressmen come to him and 
implore him to behave for he is get- 
ting them into trouble, too. 

The domination, as far as Congress 
is concerned, is almost complete. 
There are plenty of members who de- 
epise and detest the rule of the 
unions, but they dare not speak out 
in meeting about it. | 

Until this month, Gompers looked 
at the actual machinery of the gov- 


ernment, particularly of the army 
and navy, with watering cho but 
futile longing. He had gained Control 


of Congress, but he couldn't see a 
chance to get a grip on the executive 
branch of the government. Then 
puddenly his chance came. Repre- 
sentative Borland introduced a rider 
to the legisiative bill providing that 
government clerks should work eight 
hours instead of seven. 

As everyone knows, Washington ia 
flooded with clerks who are unneces- 
sary to the conduct of departments. 
In every corridor of every building 
are ald men half asleep, sitting at 
tables theoretically to give directions 
in case some one should come along 
asking for scme office. 

At every door in the Senate and 
House are two doorkeepers and in- 
side each section of each gallery is 
another special policeman, 
An army of clerks in de- 
partment stalls around in an effort to 
stretch out the work and make as 
many jobs as possible. Committees 
that only meet once a week each have 
a secretary and assistant secretary 
and messenger and no work. 

FULL STEAM A CRIME. 

Tt is stated that a tacit understand- 

ing exists whereby no clerk is ex- 
pected to put on full steam. It is 
understood to be the ethics of every 
department clerk to go easy enough 
to keep the job alive, 
The Borland amendment, cf course 
was received by these clerks with 
dismay. There is a limit even to 
the stretching that a government job 
can stand. With one more hour 
added to the days work, there will 
be a prospect of the jobs shrinking 
in number. Hence the deluge. 

While they were in this dismayed 
state of mind along came Sam Gom- 
pers with an offer of help. He told 
them to come on and he would see 
that nothing happened to them. 
Morally these clerks would have not 
consented to become members of a 
labor union. But Sam caught them 
while they were shivering with terror. 

He gave them a few days exhibi- 

tion of what he could do in the way of 
scaring Congressmen in their behalf. 
He gave a kingly order to his min- 
ions to kill the Borland amendment 
and then bade the Washington 
clerks watch the miserable squirming 
of the unhappy Congressmen. 
+ The squirming was all that they 
could have asked. At the behest of 
Gompers, the members of the House 
proceeded to get down aon their 
stomachs and crawl. Only one mem- 
ber had the courage to speak out 
a brave werd. He didn’t speak di 
rectly on the Borland amendment, but 
in discussing another subject ne is- 
sued a solemn warning to the House 
that governments always have fallen 
when they went out of the control 
of the agricultural class and became 
“laborized.” This member was Alfalfa 
Bill Murry of Oklahoma. 

Having shown the clerks what he 
could do by cracking the whip, Gom- 
pers called a mass meeting and the 
first wedge was driven into the power 
of the United States government. 
The sinister character of the organiza- 
tion is shown by the positions held 
by the first officers of the new unions, 
two of them being located in strate- 
gic positions in offices from which 
the army is administered, 

The officers are: President, H. M. 
McLaren, a clerk in the War Depart- 
ment; Secretary, J. H. Kesecker 1!

of the Army. 

The mass meeting was attended by 

1500 clerks. Over 300 joined the 
union. Gompers expects the move- 
ment to extend to over 1000 within 
a week. 
Manwhile, Gompers is organizing 
the Washington street car men into 
a union and is about to call the car 
men out on strike. The usual de- 
mands for arbitration that precede 
strikes are in progress. This strike 
is particularly surprising inasmuch as 
the street car company here has had 
a policy out of which the profits are 
shared; pensions are paid, etc. 

The direct relation between the 
street car strike and the attempt to 
unionize the government clerks is not 
quite clear. There is, of course, some 
direct relation.

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MERCHANT MARINE NEED 
URGED BY MINT DIRECTOR. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 


EW YORK, March 4.—Need of 
N an American merchant marine 
as a measure of preparedness 
in the event of war was emphasized 
by Robert W. Wooley, director of the 
United States mint, in an address at 
the National Democratic Club here 
today. 
“We are paying higher freight 
rates than ever before, he said, and 
British shippers are reaping un- 


dreamed-of fortunes because in time 
of peace we have failed to take steps 
for the restoration of the American 
flag to the merchant marine of the 
Seu. 
“We need a merchant marine be- 
cause, if war comes, we will need 
ships manned by Americans and fiy- 
ing the American flag on which to 
carry our goods to foreign lands, and 
for colllers manned by our own peo- 
ple whom we can trust. This is a 
phase of preparedness.”

in the army may be examined by a 
board of officers to determine the civil 
occupations for which they are quali- 
fied and they would be eligible to ap- 
polntment to civil service positions of 
that nature without a civil service ex- 
amination. The President also would 
have power to appoint one man from 
each regiment to the Military Acad- 
emy. 

The reserve officers’ training corps 
would have senior «end junior grades 
established at civil educational insti- 
tutions where military courses are 
provided with an army officer detailed 
as instr¢ector. The senior grade units 
would be placed at colleges and uni- 
versities and the junior grades at high 
schools. Five hours a week would be 
required in the senior and three in the 
junior. devoted to military traming. 
Summer camps for feld training of 
the cadets would be provided by the 
government. 

The regulations under which gradu- 
ates would be appointed to the reserve 
corps are left to the President. Such 
appointees must be at least 21 years 
old and must obligate themselves to 
serve for ten years. 

Their maximum is fixed at 50,000. 
VOLUNTEERS. 

The Federal volunteer force is pro- 
vided for in general language, leaving 
the whole question o enlistment, 
training, reserve and the like to the 
discretion of the President. The clause 
is an amendment of the volunteer act 
to permit organization of such a force 
in peace times as well as in war. The 
only restriction in numbers is that the 
force shall not exceed an average of 
600 for each Congressional district, 
approximately 250,000 men in all. 
Regular army pay would be provided 
for both officers and men during pe- 
riods of training. . 

The plan is the continental army 
proposal in effect, although the com- 
mittee d@vided to leave to the Prest- 
dent the widest possible latitude so 
that the requirements of the service 
could be fitted to the needs of each 
section of the country individually. 
It is believed by framers of the bin 
that this plan will offer the best means 
of testing tha possibility of creating 
an adequate volunteer army in peace 
times, and the committee desired to 
enact no regulations which . would 
bamper the experiments. The conti- 
nental pan proposed by Secretary 
Garrison, committee members thovght, 
was too definite in many reepects. 

For federalization of the National 
Guard the bill adopts with numerous 
modifications the plan proposed by the 
National Guard Association. The rate 
of pay for officers, however, was set at 
$500 a vear for all of the rank of cap- 
tain or above, $700 for firet lieuten- 
ants, and certain specified staff offi- 
cers, and $250 for second leutenants. 
The association plan proposed higher 
pay for general officers 

THE PAY ROLL 

Enlisted men would receive pay on 
the basis of one-fourth ot the regular 
army pay and would contract on en- 
listment to serve the United States in 
time of war. The enlistment period is 
fixed at six years, three with the 
colors and three in reserve, and or- 
ganization of the regular army is pre- 
ascribed, Provision ts made for ex- 
amination of all officers appointed by 
State authorities and for the tnclusion 
of officers of the National Guard in 
the personnel of the militia division 
of the War Department.

Ther 
keep the Congressmen in a state of 
constant terror. 

Their working plan is never to nes 
lect any chance, however small, to 
prod the members. One of the Cal- 
ifornia members, for instance, re- 
cently introduced a bill to protect 
scenario writers for the movies. 

His bill provided that ‘scenarios 
might be copyrighted in t written 
instead of printed form. riy the 
next morning. a delegation from the 
typographical union called upon him 
to demand an explanation. The Dill 
was promptly withdrawn by the Con- 
gressman, 

Something came up about the pos- 
tal clerks and, in a jiffy, Mr. Miaharty 
of the Postoffice Workers’ Union was 
on the necks of every Congressman 
who had anything remotely or infer- 
entially to do with the bill. 

A bill was put in requiring ferry 
boats to conform to the certain al- 
most prohibitive requirements, The 
big New York ferry companies na- 
turally objected. Instantly, Andrew 
Furuseth landed on all the members 
of the Congressional committee hav- 
ing the matter in charge. The oh- 
jective of the unions is to show 
Congressmen that they can’t slip 
over the smallest point that will not 
be seen and resented by the unions. 
HANDLING THE CONGRESSMEN, 

Any sign of insurrection on the part 
of any Congressman is dealt with ef- 
fectively. If he shows any fight, he 
immediately receives a wire from one 
union after another in his home 
town. Protests and threats come 
pouring in upon him, Then he be- 
gins receiving press clippings from 
the union-ridden newspapers in his 
home town. If he doesn’t behave, his 
fellow Congressmen come to him and 
implore him to behave for he is get- 
ting them into trouble, too. 

The domination, as far as Congress 
is concerned, is almost complete. 
There are plenty of members who de- 
epise and detest the rule of the 
unions, but they dare not out 
in meeting about it. 

Until this month, Gompers looked 
at the actual machinery of the gov- 


ernment, particularly of the army 
and navy, with watering cho but 
futile longing. He had gained Control 


of Congress, but he couldn't see a 
chance to get a grip on the executive 
branch of the government. Then 
puddenly his chance came. Repre- 
sentative Borland introduced a rider 
to the legisiative bill providing that 
government clerks should work eight 
hours instead of seven. 

As everyone knows, Washington ia 
flooded with clerks who are unneces- 
sary to the conduct of departments. 
In every corridor of every building 
are ald men half asleep, sitting at 
tables theoretically to give directions 
in case some one should come along 
asking for scme office. 

At every door in the Senate and 
House are two doorkeepers and in- 
side each section of each gallery is 
another special policeman. 

An army of clerks in every de- 
partment stalls around in an effort to 
stretch out the work and make as 
many jobs as possible. Committees 
that only meet once a week each have 
a secretary and assistant secretary 
and messenger and no work. 

FULL STEAM A CRIME. 

It is stated that a tacit understand- 
ing exists whereby no clerk is ex- 
pected to put on full steam. It 1 
understood to be the ethics of every 
department clerk to go easy enough 
to keep the job alive, 

The Borland amendment, cf course 
was received by these clerks with 
dismay. There is a limit even to 
the stretching that a government job 
can stand. With one more hour 
added-to the day's work, there will 
be a prospect of the jobs shrinking 
in number. Hence the deluge. 

While they were in this dismayed 
state of mind along came Sam Gom- 
pers with an offer of help. He told 
them to come on and he would see 
that nothing happened to them. 
Morally these clerks would have not 
consented to become members of a 
labor union. But Sam caught them 
while they were shivering with terror. 

He gave them a few Jays exhibi- 
tion of what he could do in the way of 
scaring Congressmen in their behalf. 
He gave a kingly order to his min- 
ions to kill the Borland amendment 
and then bade the Washington 
clerks watch the miserable squirming 
of the unhappy Congressmen. 

The squirming was all that they 
could have asked. At the behest’ of 
Gompers, the members of the House 
proceeded to get down on their 
stomachs and crawl. Only one mem- 
ber had the courage to speak out 
a brave werd. He didn't speak d. 
rectly on the Borland amendment, but 
in discussing another subject ne is- 
sued a solemn warning to the House 
that governments always have fallen 
when they went out of the contro! 
of the agricultural class and became 
“laborized,” This member was Alfalfa 
Bill Murry of Oklahoma. 

Having shown the clerka what he 
could do by cracking the whip, Gom- 
pers called a mass meeting and the 
first wedge was driven into the power 
of the United States government. 
The sinister character of the organiza- 
tion is shown by the positions held 
by the first officers of the new unions, 
two of them being located in strate- 
gic positions in offices from which 
the army is administered. 

The officers are: President, H. M. 
McLaren, a clerk in the War Depart- 
ment; Secretary, J. H. Kesecker !, 
terior Department; Treasurer, Paul 
D. May, office of the adjutant-General 
of the Army. 

The mass meeting was attended by 
1500 clerks. Over 300 joined the 
union. Gompers expects the move- 
ment to extend to over 1000 within

Manwhile, Gompers is organizing 
the Washington street car men into 
a union and is about to call the car 
men out on strike. The usual de- 
mands for arbitration that precede 
strikes are in progress. This strike 
is particularly surprising inasmuch as 
the street car company here has had 
a policy out of which the profits are 
shared; pensions are paid, etc.

FISH ARE NEAR SIGHTED. 
When Swimming Their 22 Fo- 
cused for Distant V 

{London Tit-Bits:} In the Port 
to discover why fishes are so near- 
sighted, scientists have been making 
some remarkable experimental studies 
of their eyes. One of the many in- 
teresting facts which these studies re- 
venled was that fishes eyes, com- 
parted with human eyes, and relatiye- 


ly large. The length of the eve of 
a fish is ordinarily about one- 
twentieth of its length, while the 


length of the eveball of a man is 
from a sixtieth to a seventieth of his 
height. 

The eves of fishes are in constant 
use except when they are asleep. 
Most fishes have no eyelids, their eyes 
being protected from injury by a 
shiny material or by a thick, trans- 
parent skin. The puffer, or swellfish, 
which habitually burrows in sand at 
the bottom of the water, has eyelids 
which cover the eyeballs when closed, 
the lower eyelid being larger than 
the upper. 
In the experimental work the eyes 
of normal fishes were first examined 
with the retinoscope, then by elec- 
trical stimulation the focus was 
Changed from distant to near objects. 
It was found. that, contrary to 
statements sometimes made, the ever 
of fishes when swimming were fo- 
cused for distant vision. Fishes are 
able to focus their eyes on near ob- 
Jects—as close as four inches—by the 
action of the superior and inferior 
oblique muscles; they have no ciliary 
muscles. It was found possible by 
operation on the oblique muscles to 
make the fish near-sighted, far- 
sighted or astigmatic.

HALF OF JOB HARRIMAN’S 
UTOPIAN COLONISTS QUIT. 


Ninety-five Paid Stockholders in Llano del Rio Company 
Pull Out and a Third of These Join in Statement Accus- 
ing Management of Deliberate Deception in Sale of Stock 
in the “Oligarchy of Misrule.” e 


INETY-FIVE of the paid colonist 
N stockholders—nearly half of the 
total—in Job Harriman's misfit 
Utopian socialistic colony, Liano del 
Rio, Antelope Valley, have openly re- 
pudiated his autocratic leadership and 
have elected to withdraw from the 
scheme. Their statement is that they 
proposed to withdraw “as soon as they 
were afforded some degree of protec- 
tion against the wrath of Harriman.” 
In a statement signed by thirty-two 
of these colonists, filed in the local 
office of the Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions yesterday, the scathing findings 
of the commissioner, published some 
time ago, are indorsed and hot shot is 
poured into the Harriman regime and 
what the signers declare is a “one- 
man autocracy.” 
This statement was brought forth by 
a statement purporting to be from 
Harriman, published in several of the 
San Francisco papers, from which the

EVALUATION RAT HOLE 
YAWNS FOR MORE MONEY 


‘‘ Officially-Concluded’’ Survey End 
Not Yet in Sight. 


Complicated and Much-patched-up Methods for Getting 7 
‘New Appraisement of All City and Coumty Property for 
Taxation Purposes Severely Criticised by Realty Experts. 


Appraisal, created last spring by 
action of the City Council and 
Board of Supervisors for the purpose 
of reappraising all property in Los 
Angeles city and county, was brought 
officially to a close during the past 
week. Actually, the end of the re- 
appraisement, on the lines undertaken, 
ig not yet in sight, 
Nearly $70,000," or close to $10,000 
in excess of the appropriation original- 
ly estimated to be sufficient for the 
project, has been expended in Los 
Angeles alone, this cost having been 
equally divided between city and coun- 
ty. In the county the appraisal has 
covered Santa Monica, Long Beach, 
Pomona and a few country districts. 
To finish the county work it 16 esti- 
mated that approximately $20,000 
more will have to be appropriated. 
Sharp differences of opinion have 
prevailed all along ag to the need of 
the extra appraisal. These, as the 
cost has mounted, have been accent- 
ated. The divergence of beliefs as 
to the value of the results obtained 
has been even more pronounced. 
The disagreement has now spread 
to the offices of the city and county 
assessors, the former being skeptical

The Placentia Perfection—the nuts 
of this variety are of good quality 
and bring a good price but the trees 
are so subject to blight that many 
times a large percentage of the crop 
is lost and often the whole tree Is 
affected. No one will deny that the 
Placentia is very subject to the dis- 
ease. I will explain why.they seem 
to be so popular and so many of 
these trees are sold. Scions from 
the Prolific, Eureka and Chase are 
very scarce while the Placentia

They lay on their incidental com- 
edy so thickly and make it so dis- 
gustingly obvious that the plot is 
buried in bathos and nobody has hed 
a real laugh, but the director who 
should, by way of punishment, be 
laughed to death.

We learn for the twen- 
ty thousandth time that though a human 
being was not in sight a stone could have 
been thrown into the enemy's trenches; 
we find the same description of bom- 
barded cities; the same actount of the 
effect of shells and all that sort of thing. 
Nor is the work characterized by any 
unusual vividity, though as well—but no 
better—than anyone of a dozen. or more 
other books ft tells something. of what’ 
warfare in France is like. 


“In a French Military Hospital” 

Dorothy Cator might just as well have an 
Iron Cross as not. An English woman though 
she is, her experiences as recorded in 
“In A French Military Hespital’ (Long 
mans, Green & Co.) reflect nothing if not 
discredit on the hospital service of her 
country’s ally. The French are dirty, care 
less, the physicians irritable and 49 
attendants often drunken, and the French 
people as a whole are liars. “Everyone 
lies,” she says with sweeping generality, 
“apparently, from the highest to the lowest, 
with a wonderful glibness.” 

When she went into the hospital with 
another English friend, she says the French 
attendant put every obstacle possible in 
their way, “the most annoying being the 
constant hiding anywhere and everywhere 
of all nursing netessaries, in order to de- 
lay us and give us the maximum amount 
of trouble in finding them.” 

Miss Cator seems of splenetic temper- 
ament. A concluding chapter scolds the 
English nation as a whole, and especially 
the merchants, for being stupid enough 
to refuse to learn commercial efficiency 
from the Germans and so retain the world's 
trade for themselves. “In a French Mili- 
tary Hospital” should be widely popular 
in Germany. .

Short stories, related as true incidents 
(which they may be) but for the most part 
told with the short story “technique,” 
rather idealizing an Iowa girl who went 
into Belgium as a nurse with an English 
ambulance, make up “Young Hilda at the 
Wars” ‘Frederick A. Stokes Company) by 
Arthur Gleason. 

The stories have a literary quality and 
‘tis an awkward phrase, but accurate 
spiritual refinement that characterize Mr. 
Gleason's essays. “Young Hilda at the 
War” is not much unlike what one would 
expect Selma Laegerlof to write of the 
same subjects. Hilda’s pertinacious ways 
of getting herself taken with the ambu- 
lance corps, her courage under fire, the cap- 
ture of the spy, how she was decorated by 
the King of Belgium and of how the cock- 
ney chauffeur felt he had a personal inter- 
est in the ambulance, the war baby and 
her ministrations, are told gracefully and 
with strong, quiet feeling. 


“The Heel of the War.” 

George B. McClellan; former Mayor of 
New York, son of Gen. McClellan, and pro- 
fessor of economic history at Princeton, is 
about as “good” an American as at least 
the average apologist for the allies. In 
“The Heel of the War“ (G. W. Dillingham 
Company.) Mr. McClellan, though preserv- 
ing an “objective attitude,” is an apologist 
for the Germans and writes from personal 
observations. | 

Among other things he claims that Bel- 
gium is being resuscitated under German 
control, that refugees—the poorer ones— 
are returning to profitable labor, that the 
rich Belgians are living in luxury at re- 
sorts and watering places, declining to come 
home and join in the rebuilding of Bel- 
gium. 

He says that Germany publishes the war 
reports from other countries, and that it is | 
the only nation at war where books, news- 
papers and pamphiets, giving the “other 
side” may be freely purchased. 

At length; Mr. McClellan lays stress on 
the dictatorship that has been developed in 
France and tells how the Constitution has 
been practically abrogated to meet more 
conveniently the exigencies of the hour. 
Italy is scored as decadent, mercenary and 
practically negligible in the war. 

He claims that the “atrocities” and de- 
struction in Belgium have been somewhat 
exaggerated inasmuch as he personally 
inspected Louvain, Antwern and other 
places reported to have been “wiped out. 

„The Heel of the War“ is an antidote to 
the over-dose of “barbarous” stuff flung to 
America, though no doubt much of what Mr. 
McClellan has written is strongly pre}- 
udiced. Of course, what the English apol- 
exists have written isn't.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 29.-—-The 
Constantinople press refers to the re- 
verse of the British at Ctesiphon, near 
Bagdad, as an omen that British rule 
in the East is endangered. No min- 
tary success of the central power 
group in the east or west, it is argued, 
could have produced the effect upon 
the eastern mind that was produced 


by the Ottoman victory on the banks 


of the Tigris. The British, it is be- 
lieved, reckoned that the capture of 
Bagdad would be of no small impof- 


tance in supporting the prestige of 
their flag im the east; and the failure 


‘ito reach the city, which is sacred to 
>} all Moslems, has, of course, had the 


contrary effect: 

Ctesiphon, which is several hundred 
miles up the Tigris from the Persian 
Gulf where the British .expedition be- 
gan operationa more than a year ago, 
is famous for the number of decisive 
battles that have been fought there 
and the Turk. not wholly immune 
from superstition, thus regards the 
recent British defeat as all the more 


ifcant. According to Ottoman 


sources of information the British 
lonses in this battle were seventeen 
colonels, 208 other officers, and 6000 
men killed, and at least as large a 
number wounded. Gen. Townsend, the 
British commander, himeelf, is said 
to have been severely wounded. Much 
war material and several river craft 
and transport barges were also cap-

Permanent Peace Plans. 
Court will be Adopted. 
Sees no Signs for Early Ending 
of Present Strife. — 


BERNE (Switzerland) 


Finance of Sweden and now a meni- 
ber of the Swedish Rigsdag, is one of 
the outstanding figures of the peace 
movement in Europe—not the peace 
movement which seeks to intervene or 
stop the present war, for the belliger- 
ent governments have made it plain 


and will settle peace in their own 
way—but that other movement which 
weeks to pave the way for a readjust- 
ment of the world’s affairs, economic, 


peace at last comes there will be some 
assurance against a recurrence of such 
a world disaster as is now going on. 

Baron Adeleward is recognised as a 
practical man and not an idealist, and 
that is what has made him the prac- 
tical leader of the present movement.

manent world peace with such men as 
Premier Asquith in England, and 
President Poincaire in France, com- 
ing here later where his brother is 
Swedish Minister to Switzerland. 
Baron Adelsward gave the Aseso- 
clated Press a vivid picture of condi-

“I regret to say that the outlook ap- 
pears darker during recent months 
than at any time since the war be- 
gan,” said Baron Adelseward. “This 
Was the result of my observations 
throughout the tour of principal coun- 
tries participating in the war. And 
for that reason, much as I would like 
to see peace, I do not believe there is 
the slightest chance of peace at the 
present time or in the near future. 
“In England,” continued Haron 
Adelsward, “I found among officials 
and the people at large that they look 
upon the war as just beginning—yes, 
that is their expression——‘the war has 
Just begun.” They recognize now that 
they were not ready for war at the 
outset, and lacked men and muni- 
tions. But now it has taken firm hold 
of the whole people that the war is a 
tremendously serious question, and 
they feel they are only now beginning 
an effort adequate to the huge task 
berore them. So that it is useless to 
talk peace to them when they are 
firmly convinced tney are just be- 
ginning the war. 

“In France there is indignation at 
the mere mention of peace, and the 
whole country is united in the policy 
of carrying on the war with the ut- 
most energy.

industry, trade or business in Nor- 
wa that has escaped the influence 
of the war, the year-end surveys of 
economic conditions have generally 
non the country as a whole to be 
richer than it was a year ago, at least 
from the viewpoint of the capitalist. 

The closing of the usual markets on 
which Norway has been dependent for 
such necessities as coal and grain— 
doubling the price of flour and fuel, 
during the coldest. winter the penin-

has caused no little suffering among 
the poorer people, but outside this 
Class it appears that more money is 
in circulation than usual. 

It has been difficult for the farm- 
ere to get sufficient quantities of fod- 
der and fertilizer, but. on the other 
hand, prices on farm products have 
been higher than they ever were be- 
fore, and the net result has been a 
profitable year for the farmers. 

GENERAL TRADE. 


_ General trade has had many 
stacies in ite way, but, notwithstand- 
ing this new industrial enterprises 
are constantly being founded, with 
plenty of capital at their command. 
An ineidental feature of this new 
capitalization is the fact that there 
has been much speculation on the 
part of young people. Even office boys 
and school children have been specu- 
lating in stock, eager to get rich 
— A common practice has been 
or people without means to subscribe 
to stock in the new companies and 
then, after a few days or weeks, when 
the stock is rising, even before any 
capital has been paid in, to sell at a 
profit. Thie has been especially true in 
the case of steamship companies, 
which are growing up everywhere like

SHIPPING TRADE. 

The Norwegian shipping trade has 
flourished as never before. The high 
freight rates, which show no signs of 
reduction, and the scarcity of foreign 
tonnage, has made fhe Norwegian 
ship owner a rich man. And this not- 
withstanding that the loss to shipping 
as a direct result of the wer has 
been heavy. In all fifty-four Nor- 


sailing vessels, altogether representing 
$13,000,000, have been blown up, with 
the loss of seventy-one sailors. New 
ships have been added, however, at a 
faster rate than ever before, and stil) 


the. yards are unable to keep up. with 
the demand. 

A number of sbips have been or- 
dered at American yards, and some 
of them sold several times over be- 
fore ready to be launched, 

Two months ago five motor tank 
ships for the oil trade were ordered by 
a newly-formed Norwegian company at 
American ship yards, to be delivered 
next fall. Of these four are already 
sold to other companies (three to 
France and one to a Norwegian com- 
pany) at a clear profit of $1,250,000. 
The stockholders had only paid 
a small part on their stock, and now 
the company is dissolved, after a 
| couple of months, without conduct- 
ing any real business, and havint®; 
cleared a little more than 100 per 
cent. of its fixed capital. 

LUMBER TRADE. 

The. timber trade has also had a 
very 800d The demand for 
round timber and props has been so 
great that, notwithstanding the high 
freight rates, the high have 
given a great profit. 

The fishing industry has had a good 
catch with prices doubled. Such a 
product as raw cod liver oil sold at 
$5 a barrel a year. ago. It is now sold 


ob- at more than $50 a barrel. 


Fishing in the North Sea has prac- 
tically been abandoned because of the 
war and is in that way protected, a 
protection that has not been possible 
before, although some of the interest- 
ed nations have in vain tried to come 
to an agreement in that way. Fishing 
experts declare that fishing in the 
North Sea when the war is over will 
be extremely profitable. 

The canning industry has had many 
difficulties to fight against. The in- 
creased demand from the belligerents 
has caused an advance in the price, 
of canned goods, but aside from that 
prices on raw material, a olive oil, 
tomatoes, fish and meat, have gone up. 
The canning plants ere dependent on 
England for their coal and tin, and 
shortage on these products has caused 
much trouble, 

TIN PRICES DOUBLE. 


The price on tin is doubled and 
it is difficult to get, as the British 
government has taken the tin fac- 
tories for the munition production and 
England also is controlling the tin im- 
port to Norway from the United 
States, so it seems that some of the 
Norwegian canning plante will have 
to close down. 

From the [United States comes the 
report that some canning plants in 
Maine have found it profitable to work 
along the same lines as the Nor- 
wegians and produce fishbalis and 
canned herring at prices lower than 
those imported from Norway. There 
ise no reason known here why Ameri- 
can canning plants should not be able 
to compete in this line—eepecially as

FAMILY OF BEBEL : 
TO BECOME EXTINCT.

August Bebel, the famous Socialist 
leader who died in 1913, is doomed to 
extinction through the death of his 
only grandson, which has just oc- 
curred at Jena. This young man, who 
was the son of Bebel’s daughter, an 
only child, was born at Zurich, and 
Was greatiy beloved by Bebel. Soon 
after the outbreak of the war he had 
to go into the army through the mo- 
bilization of the Swiss troops. He was 
not able to stand the hardships of the 
service, however, and soon developed 
symptoms of consumption; but instead 
of going to a health resort, as advised 
by his physicians, he went last Octo- 
ber to Jena to begin his studies at 
the university. He left no sister and 
his mother is a widow. 


A MURDEROUS REPRISAL. 


A Revengeful British Soldier Shot 
Twenty-four Germans. 

[New York World:] In reprisal for 

the Germans’ shooting of reversed bul- 

lete—which inflict frightful wounds— 


a British officer, American by birth 
and a Princeton man, stood up 
twenty-four German prisoners in a 
row and with his own hand shot them 
dead, one after another. 

George Harvey, writing from Lon- 
don on “England To-Day” in the 
North American Review, re the 
story as the officer told it while in 
London on six months’ sick leave. 

“You know, sir, I love my Tom- 
mies,” said the officer; “by God, I 
love ‘em, and that's all there is of it:

tery. Well, anyhow, it was a beastly 
little scrimmage at best, but what 
do you suppose those scoundrels did? 
Why, God @amn ‘em, they—but say, 
Aid you ever see a body mangled by 
reversed bullets? No? Well, don't: 
that’s all I have to say. 

“Beven of my boys went in a heap. 
and we were in a bad way when some 
fresh lads came up and gave em the 
steel. When it was over we had 
twenty-four white feathefe on our 
hands auite ready to slip over to nice, 
comfortable quarters around here and 
receive bouquets and chewing gum 
from Lord Haldane's friends.

But the time came when 
my pal, as fine a young Englishman 
as God ever made, got his along with 
a dosen or more others, but was still 
able to wave that he was only 
wounded. Two of my boys Were just 
lifting him into the ambulance when 
all three men were shot to pieces. 

“Then I bided my time, which was 
not long in coming. A score or 80 
of Germans lay writhing in a heap 
after a futile assault, and I got the 
range for my eighteen-pounder. and 
waited. 

“Bure enough, in twenty minutes 
or so out came an ambulance with 
I guess a dozen soldiers as nonchalant- 
ly as.you please and feeling safe as 
a clock, as they had every Treason to 
feel. They got their wounded aboard 
and were just starting back when I 
blew the whole damned lot to hell 
and gone. Of course, I got it in the 
neck at headquarters the next morn- 
ing, but they let our ambulances alone

JAPS’ INTENTION 
ORIENT MYSTERY 
With its Sixty Millions it 
Simply Expand. 
| China s Empire.

Its Great Possibilities are Whet 
to Appetite.

TOKIO, Dec. 31.—Just what Ja- 
pan’s intentions are with reference to 
China, is a question that everybody 
is discussing in the Orient. Although 
official utterances adhere closely to 
the declaration that Japan seeks the 
peace of Asia and the maintenance 
of the integrity of China and the 
maintenance of the open door for the 
people of all nations, men in various 


walks of life appear to believe that 
the future of Japan lies in China, 


‘but as to how that future is to be 


attained and what direction and paths 
it will follow only the vaguest ideas 


Japan, with its 60,000,000 popwla- 
tion and with a yearly increase of 
about 1,000,000, is conceived as feel- 
ing the absolute necessity of expan- 
sion somewhere. Her people do not 
fancy the cold climate of Hokkaido 
or districts like Sakhalin Island, the 
half of which was acquired from Rus- 
sia. They are filled with a business- 
like’ determination to emigrate to 
those places where opportunities are 
many and where they win get the 
most money for their services as well 
as the most material comforts for 
their money. Japan hemmed in by 
the waters of the Pacific in her island 
territory is described as looking with 
friendly envy upon the great expanses 
of countries like the United States 
with their vast natural resources and 
as wondering why she, great nation 
as she is, should not have something 
of what Baron Kato, the ex-Foreign 
Minister, called “her share of the 
good things of the world.” The ma- 
terial possibilities of the Chinese em- 
pire with ite almost limitless areas 
are supposed constantly to whet the 
appetite of the people of Nippon. 

FUNDAMENTAL DOCTRINE. 


The one thing that can be deducted 
from talking with the Japanese is that 
they believe their position in the far 
east and their power entitle them to 
increase their influence in China un- 
th they fill the predominating role 
among the foreign powers. If any- 
one is to fill the predominating role, 
it should be Japan, they think. And 
they think that Japan should fill it 
in the interest of China and the in- 
terest of Japan. That may be said 
to be the fundamental doctrine under- 
—— this year’s negotiations with 

na. 


Several writers have come forward 
insisting that Japan must at once take 
full advantage of the economic ap- 
portunities she has obtained in China, 
pointing out that the mere acquisi- 
tion of these rights is not sufficient 
unless followed by business-like de- 
velopments. Dr. 8. Suyehiro, a pro- 
fessor in Kioto University, declares 
that this is one means of Aissipating 
anti-Japanese sentiments in China. 
He holds that the ayersion of the Chi- 
nese people disappear when 
they realized the satisfactory effects 
of Japan's exploitation of their re- 
sources on the genera! ition of 
the country. Instead of criticising the 
government, Dr. Suyehiro the 
people should study the chantes of 
gain in Manchuria — ongolia, 
where Japan has a sphere 
of influence. 

He urges the Japanese to become 
active in every field of endeavor in 
these regions. Now that J 
interests are increased there should 
begin a big emigration there. The 
doctor is rather pessimistic as to. la- 
bor development as he thinks that the 
Japanese laborer is no match for the 
Chinaman in Manchuria. The same is 
true as to shop-keepers, the Chinese 
being able to undersell the Japanese. 
So the writer concludes that the field 
for the Japanese is in industry and 
agriculture. As to industry, with an 
abundance of cheap and superior coal 
from Fushun, the prospects are excel- 
lent. As regards agriculture, rice cul- 
tivation appears hopeful. Dr. Suye- 
hiro doubts, however, whether the 
Japanese farmers can obtain the same 
success in Manchuria as they have in 
California, which he has visited. He 
urges his fellow-countrymen to un- 
derstand that it is only by long, i 
tient and strenuous efforts that * 
can hope to find real benefits in Man- 


churia. 
TO PUSH IN CHINA, 

Other prominent men, especially 
those in business, dwell upon 
the necessity of pushing Japan's op- 
portunities in China. They voice their 
faith in the sincerity of the govern- 
ment in enunciating the principles of 
the open door and integrity. It must 
be quite evident.“ wrote Mr. Yamada, 
a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, “that in pressing her de- 
mands concerning Manchuria and 
Mongolia Japan was completely free 
from the ambition of seeking to an- 
nex these regions. Japan is convinced 
that in order to establish closer rela- 
tions between the two oriental powers, 
to extricate China from impending 
danger and thus to insure the main- 
tenance of peace in the Far East, she 
ought to secure a firmer foothold in 
China. If the Chinese are really sin- 
cere in their oft-expressed desire for 
closer economic union with this em- 
pire they should see the reason un- 
derlying our demands.” 

“The interests of Japan and China 
are identical,” wrote another business 
man. “We have no desire to crush 
China. On the contrary, We want her 
to develop.” 

CRITICISE TREATY. 

Declaring that the treaty signed 
early in the year its unsatisfactory 
both to Japan and China a writer in 
the Kokumin urges the Japanese na- 
tion to “stretch out its arms to China 
and by its national power to heip 
China and win her lasting friendship.” 

He continues: What we should do 
now is to make practical use of the 
privileges already secured. The busi- 
ness men of Japan should not Indulge 
in meditation casting their heads 
down. Some influential Japanese 
statesmen should go to Peking to se- 
cure the good will of the Chinese and 
build up an entente based on help- 
fulness and friendship.” 

Baron Ishii, the new Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, is represented as 
favoring a policy of conciliation with 
China. This kind of policy is backed 
by the business interests who are 
seeking to extend the Japanese mar- 
kets and in a general way develop the 
material interests of the empire. An- 
other group, representing the political 
interests, are said to favor a more 
aggressive policy towards the oriental 
neighbor.

The exact questions were these: 

(1.) Is Japan's participation in the 
London non-separate peace compact 
an advisable step? 

(2.) Will tHe issue of the Euro- 
pean war, whether in favor or against 
the allies, affect Japan's glorious vie- 
tory over the Germans in Tsing-tau? 

(3.) What will be Japan's basic 
principle and what will be the condi- 
tions due to Japan in the coming 
peace negotiations, and what should 
be Japan's determination? 

VARYING VIEWS. 

About a score of professors, navy 
officers and eminent publicists respond- 
ed to the queries. Some writers fa-

Rejected in a time when the receruit- 
ing officrs are enrolling men five feet 
one inch, with a thirty-three-inch 
chest, and are even taking those of 
four feet eleven inches. These facts 
as presented by Dr. Saleeby constitute 
a terrible symptom of decay.

inches. But about that time a great 
change took place in English life. 
The abolition of the Corn laws drive 


the people into the cities, and England 
was transformed from an agricultural 
to a manufacturing nation. The result 
of three generations of slum dwellers 
is seen in the figures of rejected men. 
The proportion of defective men was 
just as great during the Boer war, 
when the recruiting office lowered the 
physical requirements three times in 
order to get enough men to serve. 
Observers invariably remark on the 
discrepancy in height between the 
men and the officers in the English 
army. Tommy Atkins is recruited 


from the industrial population, has 
been housed in the slums, eaten food 
with little or no nourishment in it and 
deprived of leisure and comfort neces- 
sary to mental and physical develop- 
ment. The officers are sons of the 
aristocracy and rich, well fed, well 
educated, well taken care of. 
Poverty exists in Germany, as every- 
where in the world, but she has taken 
care of her working people and when 
she summoned the nation to the colors 
there answered sturdy, healthy, vigor- 
ous men. Germany seemingly has an 
inexhaustible supply of cannon fodder 
to man the trenches and work the 
guns. England appeals and appeals, 
yet must reject one out of every four 


who apply, though the requirements 
are very low. 

The war has taught England many 
lessons. May it also teach her the 
greater lesson that the strength of a 
nation in the last analysis is not in 
the money that it can amass, but in 
the physical well-being of its working 


class.

WOMAN’S FIGHT FOR SUCCESS. 


The Navies of the World Owe the 
Invention of the Coston Signals to a 
Plucky Woman. 

{Pittsburgh Dispatch:] Very few 
women have turned their attention to 
invention with the result that the 
outcome has been most valuable to the 
world. One exception was Mrs. Cos- 
ton, the widow of Benjamin Franklin 
Coston of Philadelphia. Her husband 
had been a young man of genius and 
was a successful inventor, but died 
too soon to reap much reward from 
his labors. When necessity called at 
the door of the Widow Coston a 
thought came to her. She remem- 
bered that her husband, during his 
last days, had mentioned a certain 


box of papers as being of consider- 
able value and it occurred to her that 
in that box she should find hope and 
health. 

When she opened this box she 
found that it contained the records 
of plans of inventions unfinished. One 
of these was a system of signals to be 
used in the night at sea for the pur- 
pose of communicating messages from 
ship to ship and from ship to shore. 
In the envelope was a chart of all the 
signals proposed to be used, neatly 
colored, with ample explanations of 
the manner of use. 

She examined the papers carefully 
and found that her husband suggested 
the use of colored lights of great bril- 
liancy. She made up her mind at 
once to attempt to develop and com- 
plete this invention. She visited a 
staunch friend of her family, Adjuiral 
Charles Stewart, then commander at 
the Philidelphia Navy Yard, for ad- 
vice how to p . She went to 
Washington, where the Secretary of 
the Navy, Mr. Isaac Toncey, at once 
consented to give the invention a 
trial 


A few signals, imperfectly made, 
were placed on board a vessel ot war 
and subjected to a trial at sea. A 
letter soon came from Admiral Pauld- 
ing telling Mrs. Coston in kind but 
uncompromising language, that they 
had proved good for nothing, but he 
added that the idea was an excellent 
one, and that she ought to be en- 
couraged by the department to devel- 
op it. 
Mrs. Coston now entered upon 
series of labors which kept her in 
the fullest activity for more than 
thirty years. It required months of 
work and worry to get colors made of 
the indispensable  brilliancy. The 
widow happened to be in New York 
when a big display of fireworks was 
being given in honor of the laying of 
the Atlantic cable, and the idea 
flashed across her mind that the men 
who made those splendid colors could 
produce some which would answer her 
purpose, 

In ten days she received a package 
containing the desired colors. She 
persuaded a friend to drive to a moun- 
tain five miles distant, and burn mem 
to show her the effect. The trial was 
a success. She soon had a supply of 
signals which she was confident would 
realize her husband’s idea, and eo it 
proved. She was present herself, and 
in deep mourning, when a board of 
naval officers gave them their second 
and decisive trial. Their success was 
such as to extort exclamations of de- 
light from all who witnessed it, and 
the officers gave to the department a 
most favorable report. 
| In a few days after the successful | 
trial Mrs. Coston was given an order 
by the government for signals enough 
to supply every ship in the navy, and 
she entered into a partnership with a 
manufacturer, and the work be 
The government proved to be 
pay, and the widow had to wait a long 
time to get much beyond the barest 
subsistence by the manufacture of her 
husband's signals. 

The signals came to the navy just in 
time: for nearly all the blockade run- 
ners that were caught during the war 
were caught by the use of the Coston 
signals. Admiral Farragut and Ad- 
miral Porter, and indeed all the ad- 
mirals who held important commands, 
testified to their great and constant 
utility. | 

In the course of time this resolute 
lady made her way to almost every 
court and cabinet in Europe, in order 
to bring to their notice the excellence 
of the signals. She procured their 
adoption in the French, the Italian, 
the Danish and the Swedish navies, 
and today the Coston syetem is in 
use by practically every navy of the 
world. Some of her journeys tested 
her powers of endurance to the utter- 
most, and she displayed in many 
strange scenes a high degree of tact 
and ability. The most striking benefit 
of these night elgnals is seen at the 
life-saving stations, which are en- 
abled by them to hold a continuous 
conversation with the officers of a 
stranded ship, and to convey, as well 
as to receive, that precise information 
upon which success in relieving them 
often depends.

A Ribbon Set for the 


Traveler 


T 18 a mighty fine way of keeping 
Oneself in the mind of the way- 
farer, if you have any doubt that 

she may forget you, to give her a 
parting bon-voyage gift. If you wish 
to make remembrance doubly sure, 
give her a set of ribbon gifts to tuck 
in her traveling bag. Here are two 
which might very well be made to- 
gether from the same bolt of ribbon. 

Select a ribbon with a good body to 
it and a dark, well-covering pattern. 
A heavy grosgrain with dark floral 
patterns is a good selection. It should 
be about seven inches wide, and you 
will need about sixty-eight inches of 
ribbon, or what would be a yard and 
seven-eighths. In an expensive rib- 
bor this extra eighth saved is not to 
be disregarded. 

First, cut a piece of the ribbon off, 
fifteen inches in length. Turn up one 
selvage for two inches and feather- 
stitch the. ribbon into four 
pockets about three and a half inches 
wide. There will be a fifth tiny pocket 
left when the raw edges are turned 
into a tiny hem and whipped togeth- 
er for the pocket length. Now, into 
each of these pockets should be 
slipped a reel of wash lingerie ribbons 
in white, blue, pink and dresden. 
They are wound over either ivory 
reels or those cut from stiff white card- 
board. Into the small fifth pocket ts 
slipped an ivory bodkin tied to a nar- 
row ribbon matching in color the wide 
ribbon of the case. Scissors should 
be added, also tied to a ribbon and 
slippe@ with the bodkin into the fifth 
pocket. The whole case folds up and 
ties together with ribbons, making a 
most compact little receptacle for 
the things which every woman needs 
at some stage in a long journey. 

The rest of the ribbon, measuring 
about fifty-three inches, is turned into 
a traveler's stole. The ends are turn- 
ed up for about five inches and feath- 
er-stitehed in place. Pleats are laid 
at the neck to insure a smooth fit 
under coat or over a dress, and into 
the pockets may be slipped handker- 
chief. small change, glasses, etc.

OOK through your’ bag or box

The most 
attractive towelg can be made by em- 
broidering across their ends little 
flowers. These can be filled in with 
French knots made from the various 
colored silks. The result is really 
very satisfactory. 

Another gift—one appropriate for 
a baby—can be made of turkish 
toweling and have on it a stork, a 
child or initials embroidered in the 
left-over silks. 

Since hand embroidery is so preva- 
lent on hats, one can use remnants 
of silks or mercerized cottons to de- 
lineate a design in many colors. The 
more cheerful they are in hue the 
better the effect.

Two Small Frocks 


F. mothers who delight in adding 


a bit of handwork to the wee 
baby frocks there are several new 
ideas displayed in the shops.

ERE vou are, filet flends, here is 
H a treat for you today. Four brand 
new original filet designs for as 

many widths of filet insertions. They 
have been printed “life sise so that 
you will have no trouble following them 
at all, and sufficient ia given of each 
pattern to show you how to repeat the 
design. It will depend entirely upon the 
number of cotton in which you choose 
to work the designa upon the width in 
which they will actually turn out. Of 
course, different grades of cotton are 
apt to differ slightly in the numbering, 
but the result is not very different. Ap- 
proximately, then, one might use the 
following table as a guide, making due 
allowances for a difference in the size 
of cotton and the size of mesh made 


by the individual worker:

By following this chart you can gauge 
partly how wide these insertions will 
look in the number of cotton which you 
wish to use. As they stand now, it 
will take number 20 cotton to work them 
Out in these widths. 

For the beginner at filet crochet it 
may be necessary to give a few hints 
how to go about making this very at- 
tractive lace. The basis of every pat- 
tern is a chain of stitches. A chain is 
the simplest crochet stitch and is made 
by first making a slipknot on the 
crochet needle, pulling a loop through 
that, and a loop throug! the next 
stitch, ete. etc. All insertions which 
are to be worked in a straight strip are 
worked across the width. You will need 
as many chain stitches for a foundation 
as you have meshes or squares in the 
insertion times three, plus six extra ones 
for the turn at the end. Thus. for the 
five-meeh insertion you will need 
twenty-one chain stitches. When these 
have been crocheted you make a double 
crochet in the ninth chain from the 
hook. A double crochet is made by first 
throwing the thread over the needle, 
then inserting the needle in the chosen 
stitch (in this case the ninth from the 


end of the chain) ana gee a loop 
through the stitch on to the needle. This 
leaves three stitches on the needle. You 
then proceed to — a loop through 
two, leaving two more on the needle: 
a loop is then pulled through the remain- 
ing two, leaving but one stitch on the 
needie. Two chatns are then 
and a double erochet is then made again 
into the third next stitch of the founda- 
tion coat. You have then formed two 
meshes.

After the babies are about four weeks 
‘old, it is well to take out the frame with 
the fringed woolen material attached and 
use another frame covered with burlap to 
keep the cotton batting in place. 
Before using the brooder, give it a coat 
of whitewash and cover the floor with 
finely-cut hay to operate as a warm car- 
ks.
